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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Steinhauser et al. (US Patent No. 5786838 cited by Applicant). 

Steinhauser et al. disclose a method comprising: 

activating at least one thermal transfer element (writing instrument 30 in Fig. 1, the 
detail of it is at Col 10, lines 22-45)) in response to a condition thereby causing a thermochromic 
material (writing surface 26 in Fig. 1; writing surface 44 in Fig. 2, the detail of it is at Col. 7, 
lines 1-20) in close proximity to the at least one thermal transfer element to experience a color 
variation if a temperature at the thermochromic material varies from an ambient temperature by 
a selected temperature difference (see Col. 7, line 47 to Col. 8, line 15)); and 

deactivating the at least one thermal transfer element in response to a second condition 
(the writing instrument 56 depicted in Fig. 5 is thermally controlled to predetermined 
temperature. See Col 10, lines 22-58). 

As to claim 22, Steinhauser et al teach the limitation "the activating of at least one 
thermal transfer element comprises supplying current to the at least one thermal transfer 
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element" in that the cooling tip 62 of the writing instrument 56 depicted in Fig 
current from battery 66.
